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ANOTHER LABOR DAY 


Next Monday will witness the observance of another 
Labor Day. It is now so well established and so much a 
part of the regular order of things that most people think 
of and look upon Labor Day as one of the most outstanding | 
holidays of the year. 


A century ago it is not likely that much response could 
have been brought forth in behalf of the observance of a} 


holiday in honor of labor. At that time a considerable per- | 
centage of our total labor was slave labor. Organizations | 
among workmen were negligible and most any kind of a| 
demonstration by workers was looked upon with suspicion. 
Not only were such demonstrations not encouraged; they 
were emphatically discouraged. 


What a contrast with today. Not only have workingmen 
the right to organize, but they are protected by law in the 
exercise of that right. Still they have a long ways to go be- 
fore they develop sufficiently to realize the full benefits | 
which could be theirs even today, if they were better organ- | 
ized. | 

How to achieve these ends and make them realities is | 
the great constructive task with which organized labor is | 
concerning itself at the present time. 

Next Monday celebrations will be held all over the 
United States to commemorate the achievements of labor. | 
What has been accomplished in the past will be reviewed 
by thousands of speakers, who also will point out possibili- 
ties of the future. 

There will be parades and picnics, balls and barbecues, | 
games and music. Everywhere the workers will be laying 
down their tools to go forth to pay homage to the cause 
and traditions of labor. Business and industry generally will | 
likewise close shop to honor labor. 

Never before in the history of the world has labor occu- | 
pied so important a place as it holds at the present time. | 
Organized labor is more generally recognized than ever | 
before. There is a growing feeling on every hand that this | 
is as it should be. 

Labor Day, 1935, is another milestone in the steady 
progress of the men and women of toil towards achieving 
their own emancipation. It has been a long and arduous | 
journey up to the present time and much more remains to_ 
be accomplished before labor really can be said to have) 
gained its freedom and independence. But labor is making 
rapid progress these days and promises to make even more 
rapid headway in the future. 


INTELLIGENCE AND LABOR 
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Practically every move forward, every invention and 
every step of real progress was first conceived in the mind 
and afterwards was carried into execution by skilled and | 
trained hands that also were guided by sufficient under- | 
standing to grasp what was needed and wanted. 

It frequently happens that the mind which conceives a. 
plan is not nearly as capable of carrying that plan into exe- | 
cution, as others more fitted for doing the actual work re- | 
quired to perfect that plan or invention and actually get it | 
to work. 

Many an inventor, who has succeeded in getting the | 
product that first originated in his own mind, to accomplish 
what he planned, would have been a complete failure with- | 
out skilled mechanics to fashion and shape the various parts | 
of his mechanism. 

How tremendously essential the trained and skilled hand, 
as well as brain, really is can be tested out by anyone who 
ever learned to write. Let any person, no matter whether 
he normally writes with his right hand or his left, just place 
his pen in his other hand and thus learn how far his intelli- 
gence alone comes from guiding that hand to its maximum 
degree of perfection. 

This illustrates the fact that every skilled workmen is an 
artist in his craft to the extent that he has mastered that 
particular work. Without that skilled workmanship all the 
inventions and plans that the human mind could conceive 
would remain unrealized dreams until someone came along, 
who could fashion them into realities. 

No workmanship of any kind can be efficient unless the 
worker has both the skill and the intelligence to do what he 
himself or others have planned. This is why labor is in the | 
forefront of all progress. No building or engineering project 
can be built, nor can any invention be constructed, unless 
there are qualified men, who can both select suitable ma- 
terial and then put it together into the finished product. | 

Intelligence without labor is like a weather vane. It. 
changes with the wind but accomplishes nothing and gets 
nowhere. On the other hand labor without intelligence be- 
comes a blind force without purpose or direction. The brawn 
and muscle of a lunatic may wreak havoc all along his path, | 
but no finished or useful product results from his antics. | 

Intelligence and labor are inseparable. One is the counter- 
part of the other. Neither can accomplish anything worth 
while without the other.

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11,000,000 Workers — 
Are Still Jobless 


The United States is faced with 
the alarming fact that more than 
eleven million men and women, able 
and willing to work, are still kept in 
the jobless army by those who own 
and control American industry, de- 
clared William Green, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
in his statement on the current un- 
employment situation. 

“The total number without work 
in the industry in June,” Mr. Green 
said, “exceeded 11,000,000. Of these 
396,000 had work on PWA, 389,000 
on CCC, and an average of 1,504,000 
had relief work on the FERA work 
program each week.’ The total of 
these three groups temporarily em- 
ployed on federal projects is 2,298,- 
000, 


All of them would be on the relief 
rolls if the federal government had 
not intervened and given them part- 
time employment. 

Reduced Employment Gains 

In addition the report points out 
that since last January industrial 
employers have discharged over half 
a million more employes than during 
the similar period last year. 

“Employment gains,” the report 
said, “in the first half of 1935 have 
been 


considerably below those of 
last year. From January to June, 
1934, industry created jobs for 1,- 
601,000 persons, while in the corre- 


sponding period this year only 767,- 
000 new jobs were created—less than 
half last year’s record. This contract 
is particularly significant because in 
recent years employment gains have 
usually come in the first half of the 
year, while the last half has brought 
substantial losses.” 
Over 19,000,000 on Relief 

On the’ extent of relief Mr. Green 
pointed out that relief rolls in May, 
the latest report, contained 5,165,000

The state temporary emergency 
relief administration of New York 
directs the operation of 75,000 sub- 
sistence gardens, which are expected 
to yield food products valued at $3,- 
200,000 for distribution among job- 
less needy persons on relief. The 
number of these gardens illustrates 
the extensive development during 
the business depression of this form 
of providing food for the unem- 
ployed. In New York City alone 
there are between 5,000 and 6,000 of 
the gardens. 


Last year food products 
at $3,000,000 were produced in 69,- 
000 subsistence gardens in 
York state. This year it is esti- 
mated the cost of cultivating the 
75,000 gardens will reach $350,000. 
Nearly all of the 114 welfare dis- 
tricts and the six Indian 
tions in the state have their quota 
of gardens, which are of various 
types. They include home gardens, 
municipal gardens, community gar- 
dens and industrial gardens. The

75,000 Subsistence Gardens Provide 
Food for Unemployed in New York 


gardens running from 40 by 50 feet 
to 100 by 100 feet in area. 

The plans for the gardens were 
developed by the New York State 
College of Agriculture at Cornell 
University, Ithaca, N. Y., the size 
of each garden being determined by 
the number of persons in a family. 

The state temporary emergency 
relief administration stated that the 
community gardens will be operated 
on a cooperative basis. The work- 
ers will be paid work-relief wages 
and the crop will be distributed to 
the needy jobless. 

Subsistence gardens were first 
planted in New York state in 1932, 
when they provided fresh vegetables 
for 14,292 families. This year’s 
crop is expected to supply the vege- 
tables for 80,000 families. 

The standard food products raised 
in the subsistence gardens include 
peas, beets, carrots, celery, cucum- 
bers, kale, kohlrabi, spinach, pars- 
nips, squash, sweet corn, Swiss 
chard, turnips, potatoes, tomatoes, 
peppers and cabbage. 

In addition to the publicly admin- 
istered subsistence gardens there 
are also several thousand gardens 
sponsored by private’ industries 
which finance them as a scheme to 
help their part-time and wholly un-

“hours of labor.’ The problem 
really two-fold: 

First, the problem of technological 
unemployment: finding work for men 
displaced by increasingly — efficient 
power-driven machinery. 

Second, the problem of unemploy- 
ment of technology: the setting up 
of a system in which the production 
plant will be operated at its maxi- 
mum capacity. 

Study the evidence concerning the 
increasing output per worker and 
the declining number of hours need- 
ed for the operation of the produc- 
tion system. Note especially: 

1. That the use of power-driven 
machinery has steadily increased 
the output per worker. How many
